Should buob a graro and 
terrible reiipousibiliiy be deulinod, and 
should 'oonzciiiikofl noi bi- roui|ielk'd 
to /vithdraw tiiul tr ub'eH mdu nuii;, 
Eusbia will have achieved nor yiu with a 
fair stroke of diplooaaoy. . It canuot be 
' oncea'ed that the British Cabinet 
occupies a most trying and disugreoablo 
position, the owkwanlnoBS of wliiob, 
however, is to be rega-dod us in piin 
owing to the huhly aclUMi i.i' an iinsub- 
ordiuaie colleague. But^ if un iivoul- 
aooe of war bo ut all consiaient uitli 
the honor, dignity and prostiga of iho 
British Cro*n, hotter far that a AliniH- 
try should occupy a diHanreoabio po',i- 
lioD tlU'O that our nation, all the na- 
tions, should be plunged iu war.
